The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 to 4 and 6 to 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Li et al. 

Applicants have amended claim 2 such that the fluorine containing compound is 
limited by the formula shown. It is argued that this excludes the fluorinated surfactant 
used in the working examples of Li et al. and that Li et al. fail to teach the compound (B) 
as claimed. 

Applicants have apparently overlooked the Examiner's reference to the teachings 
on the bottom of column 8 (see the second paragraph in section 2 of the previous office 
action). Li et al. teach that a compound meeting claimed (B) can be present in an 
amount of from about 0 to about 10 wt. %. Clearly Li et al. anticipate a composition 
containing the compound (B), for instance by specifically delineating its presence in an 
amount of 10 percent. On the other hand, one having ordinary skill in the art would 
have been motivated by the teachings of Li et al. to add a fluorinated silane meeting the 
claimed compound (B) to the coating composition therein, thereby rendering obvious 
the instant claims. The Examiner notes that applicants do not specifically address the 
limitations of any of the dependent claims in this traversal. 

Regarding claim 1 , the Examiner relies on the same inherency rationale that was 
detailed in the previous office action. In addition to the fluorinated silane meeting claim- 
ed component (B) in claim 2, the Examiner notes that applicants have not established in 
a clear and convincing manner that the compositions prepared in the working examples 
(i.e. those previously cited) do not inherently meet these claim limitations. Merely 
stating that the KH value does not meet that required fails to overcome this rejection. 

With regards to newly added claim 10, note the bottom of column 6 in Li et al. 
which teach the addition of such a compound. With regards to newly added claim 1 1 , 
note the teachings on the bottom of column 9. 
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3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
